Frequency Monitoring: By talking or © 
| Listening? ~ 

A few years back, a form letter was is- 

sued by Phil-Mont to club members and 


other interested parties, suggesting ‘ 


that our channel 1 be employed only for 
mobile communication, or for calling to 
establish initial contact if a QSO was 
desired. The idea was to keep lengthy 
transmissions off channel 1 (by use of. 
channel 2) to facilitate handling urgent 
traffic. In recent months, common usage 
of the channel has extended far beyond 
that for which it was originally in- 
tended; in fact, 29.493 may now be more 
accurately described as a ‘ragchew" 
frequency than a *monitored" frequency. 
Continuance of this trend is advocated 
by one group who contends that “activ- 
ity breeds more activity", and the best 
way to have a monitor available for 
emergency purposes is to have as many 
stations as possible using the frequency. 
Considerable local activity is purported 
to keep the channel clear by making it 
Obvious to DX stations that 29.493 me 

ie in use. This group does not inten®s 
to go overboard with their chit-chat; __ 
it is planned to employ frequent pauses 
for breakers. 

On the other hand, the trend is opposed | 
by & group who maintains that now there 
is no frequency where a mobile operator 
can request help and expect to get an 
immediate reply. They further clain

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‘DO YOU WANT TO BE AN EDITOR? ~5= 
Robbed from the Autocall & WNL 


We sometimes wonder if those who have never edited a ham newspaper even re- 
motely realize the responsibilities of an editor in getting out an issue. I% 
aug, Of course, axiomatic that every editor wishes his paper to excel - he 

Juld like to have the best of them all. He would like a large irculation 
and while he knows it is like starting a car on ice at 60 miles per hour to 
have a'tang-up" job from the start, he keeps trying. 

Every editor has standards for his paper. . These are generally self-in- 
posed and include, as well as the editorial policies, the size, format, num- 
ber of pages, etc., generally controlled to a considerable extent by repro- 
duction methods. Whatever the size, the editor is always confronted with the 
problem of what he can find to fill all that space. He knows that he has to 

do it; that no one else is going to do it for him. Many papers have floundered 
because the editor expected someone else to fill all that space for hin. 

On the one extreme, the editor can "live, eat and breathe"his publication. 
Every paper or magazine he reads is read, not for the information in the 
articles but to see if there is anything in it for his paper. All communica- 
tions and actions are performed subsidiary to the primary project of getting | 
news for his paper. He takes special pains to see that all information is | 
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complete and accurate; sometines it takes his money and time just to check 

& small item to insure its accuracy or completeness. All schematics are 
checked and double-checked and he builds the constructional articles included 
to see 1f they work. He attends many club functions (and possibly he can be 
accused of doing so only to get news items for his paper). He contacts people 
"in the know" so his editorials will truly reflect the facts. All the while 
his brethren nimbly go their merry way, working DX and keeping schedules while 
the paper gets put together. The editor has become a slave to his paper: 

On, on the other extreme, the editor can adopt a lackadaisical attitude 
toward the wnole affair. He can dig up items out of general magazines and 
w“~aspapers and reprint or rewrite articles therefrom, whether or not they 
uave any "radio" value. He can reprint articles from radio publications re- 
gardless of the fact that they are of no practical interest to the home lo- 
cality. His entire paper may consist of “hashed-up" material which may be 
nelther complete nor accurate (in fact it may be entirely incorrect) but it 
fills space. In short, he is liable to wind up the issue without printing 
one single word about the organization or its members that is footing the bill 
for his paper! 

The former method is the most difficult and takes a lot of time, effort and 
hard work, but the paper shows it. The latter is the easy way, but the paper 
ends up to be sheets of paper with, printing on them which are of no practical 
value.to anyone for reading purposes. Most ham newspapers operate someplace 
between these two extremes. There are few examples of the former although 
eats are a few striking examples of some operating perilously close to the 

atter. 

Sometimes we see a classy job, all done up nice and pretty, multilithed or 
printed, maybe folded like a book, but not a gol-durned thing in it of interest 
to anyone. Then again we see a "4itto-ed" edition, nothing fancy, no frills, 
which contains in one issue, more material and interesting information than 
in a volume or two of others. One editor uses very little time and a lot 
of the club's money on professional printing; the other spends a Lot of time 
and very little money in getting the printing done. 

The editor is faced with a considerable decision when it comes to his 
editorials. He may choose to print none at all, or at most, to keep them a 
mild, uninteresting factual statistical type which are not of much interest. 

; he may elect to stick his neck out a little and present editorials of 

unuine interest to the entire group even though he steps on a few individual 
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toes. Whatever he prints, someone won't like it. Someone will interpret an 
editorial as applying to himself individually (like the time this editor got 
three letters in response to an editorial, the writers of which had each 
singled: himself out as the object, when the editor had none of the three in 
mind in particular when the article was prepared). Often someone will read 
something between the lines which never once entered the editor's mind when pan 
the editorial was written. Someone is sure to read an innuendo into an 
article now and then which simply doesn't exist except as a product of his 

own thinking. Unless the editor 1s willing to take these risks, he really 
doesn't have genuine editorials (and a paper). 

Many editors have a "board of censors" being unwilling to trust his own 
judgment about what will be acceptable in general, and some have learned the 
hard way that this 1s a good policy. ‘This board may be an “unofficial" sort 
of a thing where the editor checks hia material with a few prominent members 
of the club, or it may be a full-fledged official board designated by the 
club. Unless the editor uses one or the other, he's liable to find the world 
cave in on him because he didn’t use good judgment in the selection of his 
material. If the likelihood of this doesn't exist, then he's not putting out 
the best paper of which he is capable. And remember that he is doing all this 
on a voluntary basis. 

- Finally, the editor puts out an issue of which he is justifiably proud. - He 
runs a constructional article on a grid-dip meter. He's built it, 1t works! 
It's marvelous! He's spent hours writing and rewriting the article; it's 
replete with detall and accuracy. The drawings are excellent. After the 
paper has been out for about a month, some geezer calls him on the phone (he 
never has time for operating) and says, “What we need in the paper more than 
anything else is an article. on a. grid-dip meter." | | 

Do you want to be an editor. of a ham newspaper? 
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You have just read the amazing truth about editing a paper. We had a personal” * 
interview with the ED of the PMRC rag & asked him to comment on Andy's edit- “™~- 
orial. To be factual ED breaks every rule in the book, sometimes intentionally 
sometimes not. He scrounges material from anyplace and everyplace. He goes 
to meetings with an ear tuned for those choice little bits. He checks ac- 
curacy of matters of Importance. He uses hearsay where it is of relative un- 
importance. The paper format is practical rather than formal. He relies 
heavily on a capable staff who edit their own selections, work out schematics 
& try the gimmick out. He has found, as might be expected, that everyone 
likes to see their name in print and tries to follow suit whenever possible. 
He boots a few in the pants & pats a few-’on tne back for recognition of a job 
well done._He knows as all editors do that. he 1s in one of the most powerful 
positions in the organization to control & sway thinking on any subject and 
in any direction. : ‘ “ . 

He does so when he feels intuitively that it 1s necessary for the benefit 
of ali. He lays off when matters are in hand. He tromps on a few toes when 
“he feels it 18 necessary, He swallows the annoyance of having members call 
up his wife and read the riot act for something the ED put in the Blurb. He 
has felt pretty bad about seemingly unobtrusive notes placed in the paper 
that created serious hardships on the individuals involved = and he has had 
a few. Se has over a period of time acquired a feel for how hard to press 
an individual & still have fun. He realizes there are one hundred different 
individuals in the club who have 100 different responses, have 100 different 
ideas, and read 100 different ways the same issue of the same paper written 
by the same editor. For all the guff he gives & takes, he must admit with a 
Little assistance from the 100, he likes to do it.
